James , Speaks on Sterling; 
Devaluation Results Uncertain 



The actual results ot devaluation 
ot the British pound will not be 
known for some time was Dr. 
James' conclusion as he addressed 
the first meeting of the McGill His- 
torical Society on the "Historical 
aspects of the devaluation of the 
pound" held in the Library of the 
United Theological College last 
night. 

Speaking from a few notes in 
front of him Principal James start- 
ed out by noting the comparison 
between the comparable interna-

fall -of 1949 aiid at the same period 
in the year 1931 when Britain went 
off the Gold Standard. aI both per- 
iods, said Dr. James, the financial 
condition of England was of great 
Importance to the .other countries 
of the world. 

Goes Back Six Years 

The Vice-Chancellor then went 
back six years to the time when 
Britain returned to the Gold Stand- 
ard for the first time since before 
the first' World War. This was in 
1925 when Stanley Baldwin was 
Premier, and Winston Churchill was 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

The word Austerity was not in 
use in the present connotation at 
that time but. It could . Jiave been 
applied to this period when to a 
Jubilant England Mr. Churchill an- 
nounced th^t the Cabinet had un- 
animously decided to call back the 
Gold Standard, x . 

"However," said Dr. James, 
"There was a minority that didlnot 
favor this move." One of its mem- 
bers was Mr. .Keynes a compara- 
tively unimportant person, but 
whose philosophy since then has 
been accepted almost universally. 

He was opposed to the value set 
on the pound at that time which 
was at a value far highi;r than he 
thotight rjght. He said that, the 
pound was also not strong enough 
to stand up to the panic prevalent 
during that time. Subsequent events 
were to prove him right and now 
the modern world is steeped in his 
economic principles. 

Discuues Devaluation ^ 

Dr. James then discussed the 
main topic of his. speech — the de- 
valuation of the British poiind. He 
mentioned that this voluntary 
movement on the part of 22 na- 
tions was an epoch making event 
as a comparable happening had up 
to this time not occurred. 

The, question arises, , continued 
the speaker, as to wHetheBjaevalu- 
atlon helps the BrltlsSfSfiQuon or 
not. In helping: to answer this 
question . we must .. consider the 
most impprtant. point of England's 
financial condition. . 

Britain is , unable to sell enough 
goods in the United States to earn 
the necessary^'iiollars ' with which 
lo pay for the materials she buys 
in dollar countries. If one looks 
at devaluation from a purely ar- 
ithmetic point . of view , said Dr. 
James, then Stafford Cripps^ an- 
nouncement in September bringing 
the value of the pound down.froiii 
H03 to $2.80 on the New York 
market will help a lot. 

But it would be dangerous to 
consider this fact alone as It can 
lead to a wrong conclusion. The 
question arises now as to why the 
Government did not bring in. the 
act before 1019 as it would seem 
to help a lot.

Varsity, Wetstern Fans 
Stage Riot in London 

London. — (CUP) — Police rio.t 
squads were called out to halt a 
fight between Varsity fans and the 
supporters of Western Mustangs in 
a hotel brawl In London last week- 
end. '' ' ; 

The . incident occurred when 
Western sttidents. went over to a 
party thrown by University of Tor- 
onto students who were holding a 
pre-game celebration. 

During. 'the scuffle and near-riot 
a large mirror belonging to the 
hotel Avas' broken and police had to 
be ' called to prevent further 
damage. ■: . ' ^ 

Police cleaicd the hotel of un- 
registered guests 'and the evening 
continued without mishap. ' ' 



The opinion that increased labor 
unrest and labor-management dif- 
ficulties in Quebec can b'e traced 
to the present Union Nationale gov- 
ernment and-that there is no pos- 
sibility ot bettering conditions of 
labor relations as long as it re- 
mains in power was last night ex- 
pressed by Roger Ouimet, K.C., in 
a strongly-worded speech before 
the Liberal Club at the Union, 

In attacking what he termed 
Duplessis' "cynical manner" of en- 
forcing the Labor Relations Act, 
passed by the GoUbout Govern- 
ment in 1944, Mr. Ouimet said "it is 
a good law with some dangerous 
provisions In the .hands of an en- 
emy of labor. For example, the 
necessity for certification by the 
Labor Relations Board of any bona] 
fide union before it can safely bar- 
gain with an employer has been 
used to prevent Unions from ob- 
taining satisfactory working con' 
ditions." 

If a strike should start . before 
the long, tedious and practically 
unworkable process ot negotiation, 
conciliation and arbitration has 
been rigorously followed by labor 
while being consistently violated 
by management, the" certification 
as bargaining agent is immediate- 
ly taken away, from the Union by 
the Minister' of Labor," he said. 

Charging that:-prqyinctal police 
officers are all "^^pbliUcal appoint- 
ees," Mr. Ouimet declared it is 
only when the provincial police ap- 
peared on the scenes of recent 
strikes "at - Vaileyficld, Lachulc, 
Chambly' anii Montreal; that .or-" 
derly and peaceful picketing was 
disorganized." 

> Courts Unfair 
Turning to the treatment of lab- 
or leaders in Quebec courts, Mr. 
Ouimst told his audience "there 
have been some glaring miscat- 
rlages of Jtistlce where laborile^. 
era and members of organized^- 
ions were concerned." 

After outlining the provisions of 
the Labor Code (BUI No. 5) which 
was withdrawn after it had been 
protesliêii|pH;ly this year, the 
speaker said ' Mr. Duplessis has 
since "started . impementlng Its 
provisions piecemeal in many dif- 
ferent Acts. Thus the public can- 
not see the insidious march of re- 
action, and individual unions or 
groups are not strong enough to 
protect themselves against this slow 
stranglehold." 

"This state of ' affairs 'is very un- 
healthy in' ii" democracy: it paves 
the way to autocracy, class legisla- 
tion, class rule and finally totali- 
tarianism." 

"Justice for- all, 'and especially 
for the working man can be at- 
tained only under. a. pbUticai part/ 
practising true democratic; liberal- 
ism,"- iie concluded. T.--':

The latter type of publicity agent is the one 
who would like to make The Daily the scapegoat 
when their club does not receive adequate pub- 
licity. Since it has proved to be impossible to 
meet our printer's deadlines when wc stop to 
handle late material, The Daily must follow the 
new rules rigidly. 

The Daily is one of two daily student newsjia- 
pers in Canada and wc usually carry as many 
stories on our front page as are carried in the 
whole issue of our conlemporar>'. One of the 
main points for which The Daily won the South- 
am Trophy last year was the extent of our camp- 
us coverage. 

While we fully realize there arc some students 
who arc determined to criticize The Daily, 
whether it does a good job or a bad job, most 
students are now co-operating with us. If the 
others will now give us a hand instead of mak- 
ing our job more difficult, wc will be able to 
give everyone a fair share of the publicity they 
need.

Most of our text books arc printed in the

no; economist, but I can easily sec that the pur- 
pctsc; of levying duties is to protect Canadian

v'i^l!; °f foreign competition because Canada 

does not even manufacture these books! So why 
i^g'^; Ute8% duty on text books?

body — if ndoptcd. This involves the establish- 
ment of a brand new student eiitci|)iiio — our 
own book store, o])ciHtcd for students, by stud- 
ents. The Book Exchange, operated by the 
Students Society, has proved invaluable in pro- 
viding many students with second hand texts. 
But the Book Exchange can't possibly be expect- 
ed to supplyitltç^cnormous quantity of texts rc- 
(|uircd, jiartlcularly when new editions arc in- 
troduced in courses. This new book store en- 
terprise which is proposed here, could be estab- 
lished as a subsidiary or branch of the Book Ex- 
chanf^e. and. would likewise come under the jur- 
isdictionypfifthc. Students Society. How would 
such all .enterprise benefit the student body? It 
would, I believe, solve a large portion of the 
present aittiation by selling new texts to students 
at cost'jïriec'or very slightly higher to cover ex- 
penses. About a month before school opening, 
the management of the pioposcd book store 
would enquire from the various Departments 
and Faculties of the University, as to what books 
and the probable number that will be required 
for the following session. In^ltis^'ky, the store 
could place its orders for bôotcs^'âriy so that 
students mighb obtain their texts much more 
cheaply and without the delay, so common at 
luesent. 

Other universities have already instituted 
such bookstores. For example, the University 
of Chicago owns and o))crates several book stores 
on its campus and has expanded them to in- 
clude a wide variety of students' l5U|)plies. 

And why not McGill? Why could McGill not 
take another stèp forward in placing higher edu- 
cation within easier reach of its students? This 
is a student project. The likelihood is tliat the 
whole plan may be modified and vastly im- 
proved upon if given the combined efforts of the 
student body, which it deserves. May I sug- 
gest that the S.E.O.'at least give this proposal 
considcratiqjiiMhd perhaps we shall see the 
groundwork' foFthe project laid this year. 

Let this he the springboard for further stud- 
ent discussion and action. We're 'red hot* on 
the gridiron this year — let's ace 'some support 
for the old school in the academic field tool

told me. "They arc eager and so full 
of vitality and ideas that I often 
feel that I learn as much as 1 teach." 

The creative writing course which 
Miss Howe conducts Is an inter- 
mediate one, standmg between first 
year composition and the advanced 
course given by Dr. H. O. Files. He 
was the first at McGill to recognize 
the need of developing Canadian 
student writers, and to make room 
for their work as 'a part of the 
regular academic courses. 

Over a period of years, McGill has 
thus become a centre for those 
interested in the field of creative 
writing. "I know I speak- for all the 
menlwdtworoèhLwho hàve been hia 
sltfSeHisi^fM "when 
I say that thé training he oftera is 



invaluable." Or. Files recently, in 
co-operation with the English De- 
partment and the Graduate School, 
has niade it possible for a student 
with, ^special ability to aubmit a 
novel instead of the regular thesis, 
in partial fulfilment of the require- 
ments for an M.A., In English. 

During the summer vocation 
while many students were catching 
up on their recreation. Miss Howe 
studied for and then wrote the final 
exams' for a Ph.D. She passed them 
succeufully (she saya that a new 
dress and prayer both helped) and 
her thesis was acepted. She Is now 
waiting for the spring convocation 
at Brown University to receive tlie 
degree. . 

Her first novel, published by 
Dodd Mead ' in 1S4B, . was rTHE 
UNREASONINd HEART." It eon 
earns the plight of a very young 
gin who falls in love with an older 
man. Everyone shrugs oft the ro- 
mance, including the man. But as 
time goes on the girl takes over 
many responsibilities. She proves at 
last that she -is mature, in apite of 
her age. wAen. th« atory ends, the 
man she loves is beginning to rea 
llze her importance. This story was 
serialized in Redbook Magasine be 
fore it appeared in book form. 

"OF THIS DAY'S JOURNEY." 
published in 1047, her second novel, 
received more critical applause than 
the first. Miss Howe confesses that 
every writer has his favorite among 
his own books! This novel is hers, 
It is a love story set in New Eng- 
land college, all of whoié charac- 
ter-, student and faculty alike, are 
purely fictitious. The book is more 
tense emotionally and more com 
piiccted In Its story-telling than the 
first. 

Miss Howe's most recent novel, to 
be published this autumn, is called 
"THE INVISIBLE GATE." It la set, 
like, the first book, in Montreal, and 
deals with family life. The author 
describes It as a story that begins 
tamely, as a quiet domestic tale, but 
before long deepens into a basic 
conflict between itood and evil. The 
heroine finds herself forced to de 
fend her own integrity against a 
man whom she has allowed subtly 
to corrupt her and her family. Miss 
Howe refuses to reveal the ending, 
or tell whether good or evil wins 
the struggle. 

"For the' future," the assistant 
professor says, "I would like to do 
three things: ' to go on- teaching: to 
do more traveling, especliilly in 
Europe, and some day write a first' 
rate historical novel. I've been fas' 
clnated (or a lonj time by the at' 
mosphcre and details of. 16th' 
century London, and I'd like to try 
my hand at a new kind of recon- 
struction of the past,' one with less 
emphuls on costume and historical 
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event and with more attention to 
the complexities of human nature." 

Students not taking Ml&s Howe's 
course who arc interested will have 
the opportunity of hearing her dis- 
cuss the ^'Canadian novel at the 
meeting of the Literature Society 
next Monday night.

Fraser River 
Model to be 
Made at UBC 



■Vancouver.— (CUP)— A model of 
the Fruer River whiclj is being 
constructed at- the University nt 
British Columbia will' be the larg 
est of. its type ever constructed in 
Canada. ^ ' ; . ' ■ . 

Purpose of. the model Is to design 
river controls to minimize the con 
slant dredging necessary to keep 
the river free for navigation. It is 
being built by the 'National He 
search Council and Hhc university 
for the Federal Department of 
Public Works. 

In charge of the project Is Pro- 
fessor E. S. Pretious of the Civil 
Engineering Department. Assisting 
hi mis George Ashe of the Na- 
tional Research Council. 

'Thè^SBSêPIs'^eSîêntffliy^ 
culating machine," Prof. Pretious 
explains. "By .means of electronic 
control, pumps, floats and valves, 
we can produce the effect of the 
tide at the ocean end of the Fraser, 
and the. varying river flow at the 
other. From the 'results we can 
determine what . controls and nar- 
rowing of the Fraser will be neces- 
sary to make it clear itself of its 
silt formations." 

The model covers, the Fraser up 
to Suntas and also- includes Pitt 
River and Pitt Lake. It includes 
the complete area of tidal influ 
cnce. 

In the model the course of the 
river is folded back at Hancy and 
at Pitt River so as to conserve 
space. Although this re-routing 
may confusë^à spectator, It does 
not affect the river flow.
